Endian Payment. 


A pleasant morning's ride’ brought us 
through the hottom and the nplands of Dela- 
ware reservation to thé city—dlstance eight 
miles. Indian improvements were to be 
seen here and there; pretty good fields of

| dings aud fences all looked good and_ per- 

manent. 

| The towa is beautifully situated on. the 
Kansas river, on a gradually rising’ emi- 
nence. Itis as yetnot much ofa city; vit 
may have its streets, parks and avenues, 
but we saw no stately domes or towering 
| spires. Its houses are all of modest preten- 
| sions—some seven all told; these built-in 
primitive style—of loxs—two of which are 
trading houses, It is a city ig einbryo-

lis future prospects, we were told; were ye- 
ry Aattering. Jt has three important requi- 
sites for a town;—a rich country around ir, 
with a good site, and a navigable stream -for

Mr. Robinson, the In- 
dian agént, wasaddressing them. He was 
telling them that all the treaties: should be 
| kept in good fuith—that tho whites should 
| not trespass upon them—that the settlers 
| who had taken their lands should be driven 
| off—and the lands sold to the highest bid- 
der—that the $74,000 which was to be 
paid this fall was partly retained—that $40,- 
000 only would be paid now. The balence 
was withheld for their good, and their good 
| alone; a hard senson was before them, and

After the agent was done, a long consul- 
tation was held as to what action should be 
}taken. At first, we were informed that one 
only of the seven counselors’ was in favor of 
receiving the money.

| their first purposes. The agent was freely 
interrogated, as to what could be done, or 
what he could doin regard tothe balance of 
the money.

The Company have a dry, hard 
time in ‘pushing the road throngh the poor broken 
count y below Jefferson City; but when they get 
into the fertile sections of Western Missouri. 
whare the Platte Country and the Valley of the 
Kansas will have opportunity to direct their rich 
commerce over the road, there will be ample com- 
pensation for al] difficulties encountered at the out. 
set. This is saying nothing of this road being.a 
portion @f the great Central Roate to'the Pacific— 
which might yet be secured, provided proper 
| exertions were made. 

As we near’St. Louis, the city looms up in: its 
mrgnificence before us..” Its merchants, mechan- 
ies, and manufacturers, are enterprising, energzet- 
ig, and consertative;, they disconntenance stotari- 
an bitterness, and sectional prejudice—while they.

We have had offered us 
here'corn for 60 cents a bushel; and we un- 
derstand that, by going a few miles back it 
can be had for 50 cents. - For flour, we have 
paid $4,50 per 100° lbs. Groceries, vege- 
tables, and all other kinds of provisions, ar 
as cheap asin Jacksonville or Springkeld. 

As Lbeleive that Parkville ia as good a 
town as any other on the frontier for emi- 
grants to make-a starting puint for Kansas 
Territory, and an excellent’ place for fami- 
lies to live, while their homes are preparing, 
I give the following items respecting i:— 

Parkville is located on the Missouri River, 
about six miles above the mouth of the Kan- 
sag, in Platte County —the most densely set- 
tled, best cultivated, and most wealthy 
county in the State, except St. Lovis—and 
can ordinarily supply any quantity of provi- 
sions. The inhabitants are hospitable, and 
will afford cheearful aid to emigrants. It is 
the hest point to enter the Kansas Valley 
from the East, There is a gond ferry here, 
and an excellent road up the north side of 
the Kansns River to Fort Riley, *and’ for 
which diverge good reads south to °e 
Scott and the Osage Country, and north an 
west to any part of Kansas and Nebraska.

This winter, there could be 1000. people 
accommodated, were they to come on.— 
There is a large hotel ready for renting—80 
by 100 feet, and four stories high, with well 
finished rooms, adapted for families as well 
as individuals. 

There are severa! churches here of diffe- 
rent denominations. I have as yet attended 
but one—the New School Presbyterian 
Church, of which the Rev. Mr. Woodward 
is pastor, We have received from him, as 
well as from all other persons, the most kind 
and cordial reeption. His church appears 
to be ina flourishing condition. 

T have not yet been into the Territory; but 
in a few days I shall leave for the Blue Ri- 
ver couctry, about 100 miles distant from 
this place. Inthe meantime, I can recom- 
mend to families wishing to emigrate, to come, 
to Parkville, and 1 can assure them they 


will meet with a cordial reception.

Death of Governor Burt.

Fate of Sir John Franklin. 


From the following it will be seen that the 
fate of the gallant Franklin and his compan- 
ions is at length ascertained :— 


Montreat, Oct. 21.-—A dispatch from 
Dr, Rea, dated Fort Factory, August 4th, 
has been received by Sir George Simpson, 
Governor of the Hudson Bay territory, 
narrating the discovery of the remains of 
Sir John Franklia and his unfortunate com- 
panions, ‘Thay were starved to death in the 
spring of 1859, to the northwest of Fox ri- 
ver. The Montreal Herald says; 

We yesterday dispatched a special mer- 
senger to the Hudson Buy Company Houso 
Machine. Through the kindness of Sic 
George Simpson we are able to lay before 
our readers the following outline of a dis-' 
patch received by him yesterday, from Dr. 
Rea, who has been absent onthe coast since 
the Ist of June, 1850, and returned to Fort 
Factory on the 23th of August last, from 
which he forwarded letters by express te 
Sir George Simpson, via the Red river set- 
tlement. 

After briefly noticing the result of his owa 
expedition, he proceeds to state that from 
the Esquimaux he vbtained certain informa- 
tion of their having starved to death, and of 
the loss of their ships which, were crushed 
in the ice while making their way south to 
Great Fish river, near the ontlet of which a 
party of whites died, leaving accounts of 
their sufferings in matilated corpses. This 
information, although not derived from the 
Esquimuux who communicated with the 
whites who found the remains, but from an- 
other band who obtained the details vive 
voce may be relied upon. No doupt is left 
ofthe truth ofthe report, as the natives had 
in their posession of the whites, among these 
several silyer spoons, forks §c., one of 
which was engraved “Sir John Franklin. - 
K C. B..”’ while ovhers: bave crests, and 
initials, whieh identity the owners as having 
belonged to the ill-fated expedition, Some 
drawings also were found and have been 
sentdown, The fearful tragedy must have 
occurred in the spring of 1850.

Important Discovery. 


From the St. Louis Republican we learn 
that a valuable ‘discovery of lead has recen- 
tly been made in Union county, on Jonda 
owned by Messrs, Jeffries and North, of the 
firm of North & Scott, in township 42 range 
least.
